Industry Optimism, for Real 



JB| s this magazine's publisher, and a passion- 
ate boater myself, I thought this was a goi >d 
M Mtime to make a guest appearance in this 
spot. I wanted to pass on a little "inside informa- 
tion" and share some happy news that may not 
have reached you yet. After four long years, our 
industry seems to be improving — for real! 

Of course, you read Yachting for its award- 
winning features, boat reviews and columns, lout the 
"business" of boating affects us all. If you enjoy our 
sport, you've probably bought a boat, sold one, or may 
even have had the (ahem!) pleasure of maintaining 
one. So, the overall health of our industry has an 
impact on even the most casual of yachtsmen. 

As I write this, we've all just returned from the 
Miami International Boat Show, where, for the first 
time in a long while, there seemed to be a genuine 
sense of optimism and enthusiasm on the docks. The 
many manufacturers at the show were indeed a lot 
happier, partly because they were all in sunny Miami 
and it was a lovely 75 degrees (tough to argue with 
that), but mostly because they are seeing a significant 
increase in positive interest and energy from visitors 
and, yes, viable customers. 

In addition to the palpable mood swing on the 
docks, there was also the noticeable appearance of 
fewer demo models in the water than in previous years. 
While there was a wide range of fantastic brokerage 
boats, as always, many of the builders were borrowing 
recently built boats from new owners to show off their 
latest models. As production builders have tightened 



their bells to weather the rough economy, so have 
boaters, and demand — and therefore production - 
has dropped. The upshot is that production builders, 
for the moment, are responding almost like custom 
builders. What does this mean to you? It means that 
if your short-range plan calls for buying a new boat, 
now might be the time to speak to the builder of your 
choice otherwise, as hard as it is to believe, you 
could find yourself waiting. 

Of course, it will be a while before we get the 
final numbers attesting to the ultimate success of the 
Miami show. But I can tell you that boats are being 
sold, confidence and optimism are higher and the 
industry seems finally to be rebounding. The global 
economic storm has created some rough seas over the 
past four years, and though the skies may not yet be 
solid blue and sunny, and our industry — like many- 
others may never return to its boom, pre-2007 
levels, we seem to be on the backside of this front and 
headed for smoother water. 

One thing that weve all witnessed is for sure: 
Yachtsmen will always find a way to be out on the 
water. And whether it's on a new boat, one a few 
years old or a classic with manv miles under her hull, 
Yachting magazine will be diere to help fuel the 
passion of our readers. □

I just read your editorial somewhat belated- 
ly, on simplicity and its benefits [ u The Pow- 
er of Simplicity," Editor's Letter, February 
2012]. You asked for feedback, so here we 
go. I am a firm believer in keeping things 
simple — I grew up in the pre-electronic 
age. However, I recognize the advantages 
of modern technology, as evidenced simply by this e-mail to 
you. When I started school in south Louisiana in 1937, we 
didn't have electric lights, and typewriters were unheard-of.

So, here I am, an 80-year-old boater 
and self-laughl rypi.st, sending yon e-mail. 
Times have really changed! But, hack to 
die subject of your article - simplicity in 
boats. 1 own and still use my latest boat, 
a 41 -foot, 1966 Hattenis Aft-Cabin. Wc 
purchased the boat used in 1978 in Si. 
Petersburg [Florida] and have kept it in 
original condition and well maintained. 
1 1 has the original Detroit 8-53 engines, 
naturally aspirated. We do have an 
upgraded generator, a 7.5 Onan, and newer 
air-conditioner compressors [since we are 
in south Louisiana and good AC is a must). 
Otherwise, our only concessions to modern 
electronics are an electronic log/speed/ 
depth gauge and a 10-inch chart plotter. 
We do have a second depth indicator, 
because local waters in south Louisiana 
are very shallow. Prior to the chart plotter, 
all navigation was done from paper charts, 
which are still used as backup. We have no 
autopilot, radar, windlass, bow thruster, 
AIS, etc. We do have a good VHF radio, 
and use it properly to navigate. We have 
been from St. Petersburg to Corpus Christi 
[Texas], and up the Ten-Tom to Kentucky 
Lake, from our home port of Lake Charles. 
I have been boating for 75 years, starting 
with a pirogue in the marshes of south 
Louisiana, T was a seamanship instructor in 
our local Power Squadron for many years a 
and always stressed the simple basics of 



boat handling to my students. I think they 
all benefited from this approach. We enjoy 
your articles and the entire magazine and 
are longtime subscribers. Keep up the good 
work, and happy sidling!

5 kW generator with a 25-amp breaker on 
the generator :not at the distribution panel . 
This amperage is frequently exceeded if 
the AC is running and someone wants 
a hot shower.

If the generator /splitting out only 110/ 120- 
volt current, jour calculation is correct, but 
more likely it is delivering 220/240 volts 
to the breaker panel, so the 25-amp breaker 
is about right. Rinker would have sized the 
panel and other components downstream 
from the main breaker for that amperage, 
so any replacement with a larger amperage 
breaker would be clearly dangerous. Have 
a qualified electrical technician check jour 
system, because breakers have been known 
to deteriorate. If things aren't operating 
properly, your only choices at this point are 
load management (don't use the AC and 
water heater simultaneously) or installation 
of a larger generator — Dudley Dawson,

The Times They Are a-Changin # 

Going back to the basics is still the best way to teach 
future boaters. 



had been giving this column a lot of thought. 
The plan was to share my views on teaching 
kids the art of boat-handling. My two boys 
had come up the same way I did, bouncing 
off pilings in a 13-foot Boston Whaler. This 
early training formed a foundation of boat- 
handling skills that has served me 40 years. 
A call from a pal got me thinking. Does any- 
one really need this sort of quality time any- 
more? The Dylan refrain came to mind 
"The times they are a-changin'." 

"I can't drive my damn boat," complained my 
pal who is one of die best boat-handlers I know. 
After f>0 vears and 40 boats he had traded in wheels 
and throttles for pods and a joystick I was reminded 
of the difficulty 1 had letting go of die throttles the 
first time. The salesman had been so reassuring. 
"You old guys that know how* to drive always have 
trouble youVe got to think differently." 

Some in the marine industry believe thai 
modern electronics and control systems are die 
keys to boating's future. They figure a flock of 
30-somethings weaned on video games will be 
right at home fiddling with electronic displays 
and wiggling a joystick. Their kids in turn will be 
inspired by nautical nerds with controllers in hand, 
faces lit by the glow of a screen. 

T found inspiration as a lad watching a seasoned

skipper land a 75-footer with a crippled engine. 
He managed the feat with nothing more than the 
current, the breeze and a spring line. I shall never 
forget the grousing of one of these old-timers in the 
1 980s. "Young yacht jockey on training wheels," he 
grumbled as the thruster (training wheels) roared to 
life on a 90-footer yards from the dock with its nose 
in the current. "It's just the wrong way to go about 
it," said the old-timer. "What do you suppose that 
fella would do if the thruster crapped out drop 
the anchor and call for service?" 

I wandered the Bahamas with another marine 
mentor in the 1960s. The yacht was outfitted with 
the state of die ait in "modern marine electronics." 
On a good day die 50-watt AM radio transmitter 
might reach the U.S. Coast Guard. Working the 
radio direction finder was akin to finding water 
with a divining rod. The flasher-sounder made a 
noise like a coffee grinder and was about as useful 
as a lava lamp. The radar was little more than a 
novelty — when it worked. The truth is thai the 
skipper never used any of this stuff. He preferred a 
chart, compass and stopwatch and used his eyes to 
read the water. 

In the "old days" fishing skippers used their eyes 
to read the sea surface and their local knowledge 
to read the fish. 1 remember sailfishing with an 
old skipper who still had his senses in the 1980s. I 
was working on the design of a fish boat he would 
soon master for a fellow who planned to arm 
her with a warehouse-load of electronics. After 
we released half a dozen sailhsh he confided in 
me. "All them fancy screens are great to amuse 
the owner, but they've got me worried. Just 'cause 
these damn things say there're fish doesn't mean I 
can catch "em." 

The fact is that the times are always changing. 
Hell, Dylan wiote that song in the 1960s. Since 
then I have survived sterndrives, water jets and 
surface drives and have turned from the compass 
to the GPS and plotter. So what would I do if my 
kids were ready to Start learning the ropes today? 
The same thing! There is nothing better to build 
confidence and knowledge than the wheel of a 
Whaler or the tiller of an Opti. Kids should learn 
to find their way with a compass and use a spring 
line to make a boat go sideways before they grab a 
GPS and a joystick! □

Mondo Marine 45m 

The Italians give new meaning to the 
"expedition style" motoryacht moniker. 



oing on an expedi- 
tion aboard an Ital- 
ian yacht may seem 
U as silk as wearing 

your Ferragamo Bit 
Driver moccasins — 
in burgundy suede 
to hunt gators. More 
hunting boot than 
suede moccasin, the 
Mondo Marine 45m maintains the seaworthiness 
and long range of traditional expedition yachts 
without forfeiting high style. 

This yacht shares a lot of design elements with 
traditional working expedition vessels. Her high bow, 
canned well all, will deal with big head seas and keep 
solid water from washing over die decks. The break 
in her sheer amidships decreases the freeboard aft 
and. aboard working expedition boats, eases the 
burden of launching and retrieving a diving bell 
or odier manned submersible used to explore die 
depths. Aboard diis yacht, die plunging sheer gives 
her a sporting look, reduces our perception of bulk 
and allows passengers and crew to hoard from the 
side widiout needing an extra-long staircase. 

Although the hull from sheer to keel smacks of 
oceangoing prowess, the superstructure's whimsical 
design elements are what capture our soul. We 
must applaud the design team for marrying art 
and function in such an appealing manner. Square 
windows in the topsides forward of amidships 
break up the mass and light the interior. Notice 
how the shape of the first and last windows turn the 
grouping into a parallelogram. The angle at each

end matches that of the sheer's plunge and closely 
resembles the rake of the stem, giving the overall 
design aesthetic harmony 

Anything sleeker than this upright superstructure 
would turn the 45m into a cartoon. The designers 
knew diis and drew vertical windows to go along 
with the vertical doorways. This visual effect suits 
the yacht's mission, while acres of glass flood the 
interior with natural light and give everyone aboard 
a superb view of their surroundings. 

Each level of the superstructure, from the main 
deck to the sky lounge, becomes shorter and narrower, 
reducing lop-hamper (weight aloft: and visual bulk. 
You've only to see the massively ugly superstructure 
of a cruise ship to understand the design team's 
approach to diis yacht. The drooping overhangs 
define die boundary of die bridge deck and the sky 
lounge. In addition to sheltering areas of the deck 
below, die shape and slope of die overhangs visually 
reduce the height of die superstructure and disguise 
the vertical harshness. Removing these would make 
the 45111 look clunky destroying her appeal. 

A wind deflector protects the forward secdon of 
the sky lounge, but more important to the aesthetics, 
it echoes the shape of the topsides forward of 
amidships. This is another example of how small 
details contribute to die harmony of the whole. 
The plan view of the upper decks reveals a pair of 
staircases one set leading from the sky lounge 
to the bridge deck and another leading from the 
bridge deck to die main deck. These curve toward 
the yacht's centerline like the arms of a ballerina 
and, seen from a direct profile, pick up the angle 
of the sheers plunging break. The graceful curves 
also soften the yacht's businesslike demeanor when 
we see her from astern. 

Her nearly vertical transom puts a period at the 
end ol this statement. A rounded reverse transom, 
and possibly more tumblehome, would have taken 
the yacht out of character and, on a functional 
level, decreased the width of the stairs to die swim/ 
boarding platform and limited its area. 

The Mondo Marine 45m is a handsome yacht. 
All h< ii mli her appearance slips slightlv out of character 
in comparison to many yachts of her type and mission, 
only Ernest Shackleton would care. □

Palm Beach 55 



ay Gatsby would have loved the 
Palm Beach 55, because it embod- 
ies all that he lusted after in The Great 
Gatsby. class, style and grand luxury. 
In fact, I'm convinced thai he would 
have forgotten all about Daisy Bu- 
chanan after one look at this boat. 

The Palm Beach 55 is the latest 
incarnation of the downeast-style 
lobster-boat-turned-yacht. There 

have been a number of predecessors, including 
those actually built somewhere in the Northeast. 
There have been some Down (Far) East versions 
built in the Orient, some Down (Over) East yachts 
built in Italy and a stylish Down West line from the 
Pacific Northwest, but this is the first Down Under 
lobster-yacht. And, as the Aussies say on her home 
turf, "she's a light corker,'"' meaning something 
better than excellent. 

Company owner Mark Richards is arguably 
Australia's best-known sailor and an America's Cup 
veteran, so it's no accident that these yachts blend 
fine craftsmanship, thoughtful design and advanced 
construction materials and methods. 

Our day on die water was the worst possible: 25 
knots gusting to 35, and blowing against die Gulf 
Stream. On some yachts, it could have felt like drhing 
a bulldozer over boulders: over one, crash, up the next, 
crash. But on the Palm Beach 55, it was more like 
riding a gently cantering horse. Green water arched 
to each side, yet there wasn't a creak or a groan. 

The American representative for Palm Beach, 
Andy Shoemaker, made a comment that I found to

be true its I poked around die interior: "She has a 
thread of simplicity." This is, in spite of some very 
clever ideas, a very simple yacht. 

Take the Burmese-teak interior. Richards gets a 
container of teak, picks the best pieces and sends the 
rest back. Simple, but even die lockers match perfectly 
in grain and color. I would put the woodwork on 
die 55 up against that of the finest mcgayachts 
from Europe, and if anyone were going to wind up 
embarrassed, it wouldn't be the Aussies. 

Though she looks Gatsbyesque on the outside, 
twin Volvo Penta IPS 800s spin a pair of pods under 
the cockpit, giving her exceptional maneuverability. 
Offshore, we could have run to Birnini at a comfy 
18 knots in those seas, and, given fewer canyons, we 
could have hit nearly 32 knots if we'd wanted. 

The salon has all the airy visibility of Santa Fe 
domeliners, those bubble-top trains so perfect for 
enjoying the scenery: Huge windows give the skipper 
a 360-degree line of sight, and guests enjoy air- 
conditioned (or heated) comfort. 

But isn't boating about fresh air? Driving the Palm 
Beach 55 is like going for a tide with your dad on a nice 
afternoon. The front windows roll down just like those 
of a '57 Chevy, and, even if you didn't call "shotgun" 
to sit with your arm out the window, there are two 
settees plus a settee/ dinette. The after windows also 
roll down, and widi the big sliding hatches open 
overhead, well, air doesn't get much fresher than this.

The owner gets a spacious suite with 
centerline berth in the bow surrounded 
by cabinets, bureaus with drawers and 
hanging lockers on each side. The en suite 
head is simply huge, in part because of 
the cleverly designed shower doors, which 
fold away when not needed. 

To starboard of die centerline corridor is 
the guest stateroom, with a low' double berth, 
built-in nigh island and more superb joinery 
in the form of ;i bureau and locker. All of 
the lockers throughout the Palm Beach 55, 
by the way are fully lined in teak. This cabin 
has direct access to die day-head, also large 
and with a foldaway shower door. 

Just across the hall is the third cabin, 
with a pair of bunks perfect for youngsters, 
or, if you feel the urge to work, it could 
be an office. In the version with a down- 
galley, that's where it would be located to 
open up space in die salon. 

In either location, the galley is nicely 
equipped. There is a huge stowage space 
between g;illey and helm, widi more than 
enough room for months of provisions or 
endless cases of wine. Or both. 

Though tucked under the cockpit floor, 
the engine room is reasonably spacious 
and accessible (except for the oil dipstick 





it's outboard on the port engine), since 
die pods are driven by long jack shafts. 
Various engine options are available. If 
you're wondering about the tender, it's 
in a cleverly designed garage under the 
transom, which, when hinged up, also lifts 
die dinghy into launch position. 

Here's a final indicator of how 
exquisitely the 55 is crafted: I was stunned 
by the complete absence of a single wood 
plug or exposed screw head. Everything

was carefully planned so that joints were 
perfect and attachments hidden. 

All in all, this thunder from Down 
Under was a joy, not just to test, but also 
to appreciate under close scrutiny. As they 
say Down There, "good on ya, mates." 
This is one delightful yacht. □

Endless Discovery LakeChamplain 
offers yachtsmen a refreshing 
alternative to cruising Down East. 
Story and photography 
by George Sass Sr. 



ummer cruising along New 

r England's coast has been a tra- 
dition of ours for years. A de- 
cade ago, however, during my 
^^^^^^ family's Great Loop adventure, 

we discovered an alternative to 
die cool coastal waters of New 
England. Instead of heading up 
New York's East River and east 
^^^H^^^ thn nigh I iOng Island Sound, we 
steered north for a picturesque 160-mile cruise up 
the Hudson River to Troy; New York. Here we en- 
tered Champlain Canal to begin our exploration of 
Like Champlain, the sixth-largest freshwater lake 
in the United States. 

Anxious, but prepared, we entered our very first 
lock at Troy - - the entrance to the 64-mile Champlain 
Canal ■ and we began our 96-ibot ascent to I*ike 
Champlain tninsiting 1 2 locks. Speed limits of 10 mph 
(8.7 knots') and lock delays make it difficult to transit 
the canal in one day, so we stopped at the charming, 
friendly Schuyler Yachl Basin, using it as a base to visit 
liistoric Saratoga Springs by car. Transiting die locks 
was easier than we had anticipated. A 1 7-foot height 
limit requires sailboats to unstep their masts at Troy. 

Between June and November of 2011, a huge 
dredging project to remove FCB-contaminated 
sediment was conducted in the canal as pail of a 
200-mile Hudson River cleanup initiative. While 
recreational navigation was not interrupted, it's 
worth going to uium kudsondredghigdata.com or www 
. champlaincanal.org for the latest updates. 

Before reaching die clean waters of Liike 
Champlain, yachtsmen must take every precaution to 
prevent the discharge of marine sewage. Fortunately 
most marinas have pump-out facilities, and a number 
of public parks provide self-service pump-out stations. 

Running north and south for 120 miles and 
stretching 10 miles across at its widest point, 
Lake Champlain lies between Vermont's Green 
Mountains to the east and New York's Adirondacks 
to the west. The mountain scenery is spectacular, 
and the waters run deep with most hazards well 
marked. When the winds blow, wave height can 
reach four leet or more, but protected harbors and 
anchorites ;nv usually just a few miles apart.

Memories of our 2002 Like Ghamplain 
cruise brought us back (his past summer 
w itli our trailerable C-Dory Tomcat After 
launching at the town ramp in Westport, 
New York, we took a slip at nearby Westport 
Marina, a small, full-service marina 
complete with a restaurant on the premises. 
Owned and operated by the Carroll Tamil); 
it offers top-notch, friendly service. 

Lairy Carroll showed us the lii^h- 
water marks from early spring, when the 
lake reached a height of four feet above 
flood level, the highest ever recorded. By 
midsummer, however, most marinas and 
waterfront restaurants had reopened and 
were enjoying a healdiy recovery: 

The town of Westport, 50 miles north 
of Champlain Canal, is a favorite place 
for yachtsmen to stop. An Amtrak station 
makes it convenient for changing crew; 



and the resort town of Lake Placid is 30 
miles away by car. Above the marina a 
large town green with an outdoor stage 
offers summer concerts and spectacular 
views of Vermont's Green Mountains. 

From Westport we made the 10-mile 
Crossing to Charlotte, "Vermont, returning to 
Point Bav Marina, where we staved 10 vcars 
ago. The well-maintained marina with its 
floating docks, ships store and clean facilities 
is nesded in a cozy wooded setting on die 
southeast side of Thompson's Point. 'I lie 
surrounding scene is quintessential Vermont, 
with rolling bills, green forests, working 
Hums, counuy stores and covered bridges. 

Heading north, we ran into 25-knot 
head winds and four-foot seas, so we 
dropped the hook on the north side of 
Thompson's Point in Converse Bay and 
waited for conditions to improve. With lots 
of room to anchor and wind protection 
from every direction. Converse Bay is an 
ideal place to hide from foul weather. 

High on our list of favorite places to 
return to was Valcour Island, 30 miles north 
of Charlotte on the New York side of the 
lake. Designated a state primitive area by 
New York, this uninhabited treasure boasts 
seven miles of hiking trails, five protected 
anchorages and a history of Revolutionary 
naval warfare starring Benedict Arnold. 
The best spots to anchor are crowded on 
weekends, so plan your visit for midweek. 
And follow your charts carefully, as there are 
underwater ledges that can ruin your day 

Our recent cruise also included stops 
in Plattsburgh and Essex, New York, and 
Burton Island State Park, Malletts Bay, 
Shelburne and Burlington, Vermont 
After tying up at Shelburne Shipyard, we 
hiked three miles to Shelburne Farms, a 
1,400-acre dairy farm. Taking a guided 
tour, we were introduced to the farm

animals (my wife bravely milked a cow), 
and we learned how cheese was made. 
Best of all, we left die farm store with a 
variety of award-winning cheddars. 

After more than a week of secluded 
anchorages and charming villages, 
we were ready for some city life. 
Downtown Burlington, two miles 
from Shelburne Shipyard, was just die 
ticket. Its art galleries, gift shops, cafes, 
street performers and fine restaurants, 
combined with the energetic atmosphere 
of a college town, make diis small city one 
of our favorites. A slip at the Community 
Boathouse put us within walking distance 
of all the action. 

The short distances between New 
York and Vermont shores, a variety of 
charming towns and villages, and the 
abundance of scenic anchorages provide 
endless opportunities for discovery. We 
can't wait to return. □

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"Peculiar" Milestone A Havana yacht 
club turns 20 and plans special events.

n April, w hat may be the most peculiar yacht- 
ing institution in the world will celebrate its 20lh 
anniversary. The Hemingway International 
Yacht Club of Havana was founded in 1992 as 
Cub; i riiinvd t In- crisis known .is "The Spe- 
cial Period" following the withdrawal of Soviet 
troops and the end of annual Soviet subsidies of 
more than $2 billion. 

The clubs first and so far only commodore, 
Jose Miguel Diaz Escrich, was a naval officer 
without a sea berth, and he was casting about for 
something to do. He suggested a yacht club in Havana. 
Nowadays, as Cuba announces a series of free-market 
reforms, that might not seem so radical, but two 
decades ago the notion of an "elitist" institution at 
die heart of die Cuban revolution mast have seemed 
downright heretical to some in Fidel Castro's circle. 

Escrich must have been convincing A yacht club 
would encourage "nautical tourism" and bring in 
needed revenue. Capitalist connotations aside, surely a 
fisherman such as Castro could appreciate the benefits 
of hosting annual game-fish tournaments. Castro's 
favorite winter was the late sport-fishing legend Ernest 
Hemingway, who had lived and worked in Cuba for 
the last 20 years of his life. \Vhv not name the club after 
him? Whatever Escrich said, it succeeded. 

To date, the Hemingway International Yacht Club 
has alliances with 57 yacht dubs. The club receives 
no government money and has supported itself with 
donations and dues paid by more than 2,000 members 
from 60 nations, many of whom are U.S. citizens.

Escrich says he had hoped that the U.S. travel 
ban that keeps American boaters from freely visiting 
Havana would have been lifted in time for the club's 
20th anniversary, but he vowed the celebrations 
would happen regardless. With the U.S. presidential 
campaign in fxill swing, a reversal is unlikely, but some 
of us may be able to attend anyway.

Among the fishing tournaments, races and social 
events are three educational conferences, beginning on 
April 26 and 27 with "80 Years of USA-Cuba Nautical 
Relations: Present and Perspectives." Another event 
that coincides with the 62nd Hemingway International 
Biilfish Tournament is entitled "Climate Changes and 
the Migration of Biilfish Species.*' A third's topic was 
undetermined at press time. 

Because of the Obama administration's relaxation 
of travel restrictions, events of this type free more 
Americans to visit Havana. Cuban- American 
mariners, for instance, will be able to attend under die 
government's relaxation of die rules. 

Journalists have always been allowed to travel to 
Cuba for w ork purposes under what is called a "general 
liccn.se*' from the Treasury Department. Under 
President Barack Obama, general license exceptions to 
the travel ban were recently expanded to include "full- 
time professionals, wl lose travel transactions are directly 
related to research in their professional areas, provided 
that their research: 1) is of a noncommercial, academic 
nature; 2) comprises a full work schedule in Cuba; and 
3) has a substantial likelihood of public dissemination." 
Professionals in die marine indusuv and anyone 
engaged in spori-lishiiig lor a livelihood might quality 
to attend one or both of these conferences. 

First, visit the yacht club's website, umv 
JimhiQmjyachtduhorg, and contact it to ask for an 
invitation to die events. Then visit die U.S. Treasury site 
(uitm(reaswy.opz!j and find the document that explains 
die exemptions to die travel ban and how to qualify. 

The location of die yacht club has its own interesting 
history Before Castro's revolution drove American 
organized crime from Cuba, mobster Meyer Lansky 
had begun excavating a canal villa, development wesi of 
Havana using $10 million from a group of American 
investors, including Frank Sinatra. Castro's ascent to 
power ended Lansky's plan, but widi die canals dug 
and two miles of side-tie dockage, the site later became 
home to a hotel complex and Cuba's biggest marina, 
Marina Hemingway. (The Hemingway International 
Yacht Club clubhouse was convened from a private 
home at the end of one of the canals.) 

Still banned is travel to Cuba in one's own vessel. 
Anvone wishing to visit in a vessel of less than 328 
feet overall lengdi must apply for a US. Commerce 
Department export permit, which is reviewed by 
the Pentagon and Slate and Energy departments for 
approval. It is a lengdiy process and, ;dthough there 
have been unpublicized exceptions, they are rare. J

Of course, if we're talking about the difference between a 
Sabre 52 and a Sabre 54 Flybridgc, no one gets the short end of 
the stick. But I respect that Bill Scale looked at the 52, loved it 
and still decided to walk awav. He knew exactly what he wanted. 

"We fell in love with die Sabre 52 before we bought our Grand 
Banks Europa 47, but we really wanted a Hybridgc," Scale said as 
we readied Traveler, his Sabre 54FB, for a run from Key Largo's 
Ocean Reef Club to the Miami International Boat Show. Scale's 
wife, Marguerite, is still a sailor at heart, and being able to enjoy 



is the first boat Scale (see "An Owner Snapshot*' on page 39) has 
ever had built. But he said it was a great experience. 

"Everyone al Sabre is a dream to work with,"' Scale *aid. "You 
get to know everyone who's working on your boat. 

"We had a bit of concern about the ladder to die flybridge," 
Scale confessed. "But they are the most delightful people to deal 
with, and Dave was fantastic." In fact, one of the details I noticed 
immediately was a window in the after bulkhead underneath the 
exterior stairs to the flybridge. While this simple rectangular 
window may occasionally give you the odd view of someone's 
feet ascending, most of the time what it's doing is adding to the 
light that positively floods the Sabre's salon. I loved it.

fresh air and sunshine under way was key, for both of them. 

"1 told Bentley Collins [Sabre's vice president of marketing 
and sales], if you ever build a flybridge model, I will buy one," 
said Scale. Enough people asked about adding a flybridge and 
Sabre listened. 

"They're cautious people," he said of Sabre. "They didn't 
just jump in." 

Dave Newcornb, who is the company's engineering department 
manager, first invested a lot of time and expertise in designing 
the new flybridge model, which extended the 52 hull by two feet. 
When Sabre was confident it had a design that would live up to 
its own high expectations, Collins let Seale know. 

An experienced owner of both sailboats and powerboats, this 



"It was their idea to do the window, letting the light in, but I 
have to admit I would have been disappointed if it was solid. To 
me. light is everything," Seale confessed. 

If light is everything to Bill Seale, he chose the right boat. The 
chenv joinery in the lovely salon almosl seems to glow from the 
effects of the outdoors coming in. Fans of the 52 will recognize 
this layout instantly, but why mess with a good thing? As you 
enter from the sliding glass doors to the cockpit, a U-shape 
dinette is lucked in the after port corner the table drops to 
form an extra berth. To starboard is an entertainment console 
with a hidden Hat-screen TV on a lift. The helm, forward and to 
starboard, has a Stidd seat, and the line of sight is excellent. Even 
better, a door beside the helm opens to the deck a feature

thai adds extra reassurance when docking from the salon helm in 
lousy weather or when there's no help with the lines. A full array 
of electronics is set in the cherry clash, which sports a beautiful 
matching wheel. An integral chart table lifts up to reveal dash 
stowage beneath, and the AC /DC display hides behind cherry 
doors above. L-shape seating to port sits atop an ice maker and 
offers the skipper handy companionship. 

A few steps down and you're in the galley, which runs along 
the porl side with a small dogleg forward. Clean lines and top 
appliances, including Sub-Zero drawer refrigeration and freezer 
units, a Fisher & Paykel dishwasher, a three-burner ceramic 
stove top and loads of stowage make this galley elegant and 
functional. A washer/dryer is also tucked away opposite the end 
of the galley, behind a door and above die second Sub-Zero unit. 
Again, though, it is the light that really dazzles. Most of it pours 
down from the salon, but a window above the sink also gives the 
cook a bright view of the passing sights while under way. 

Across from the galley is die amidships master, which can be 
completely opened to the galley or hidden behind two large, 
sliding shoji pocket doors. A full queen berth on a hydraulic lift 
hides stowage, and there are lots of thoughtful touches in the 
cabinetry like a drop-down hamper with a mesh bag liner. 
The lockers are cedar-lined and auto-lit. A large hatch overhead 
opens for more air and light, and the en suite head features a 
ceramic tile sole and an ample shower with heavy glass door. 

The forward stateroom has another queen, plenty of stowage, 
an opening overhead hatch and an en suite head with a circular 
door. An entrance from the companionway allows this to double 
as a day-head. 

"We were involved with everything from the plans on," 
Scale told me as we headed back through the salon and up to 
the flybridge. "This is the only boat I've ever had built, and I 
loved certain stuff. ... For instance, Sabre made a full-size mock- 
up of the helm so we could play with the positioning of the 




instruments until it was exactlv what I wanted. And this seat 1 ' 
he gestured to a spot beside the flybridge helm as he settled 
in "is customized to be a recliner." 

Once up top, it was easy to see why Scale had wailed for a 
My bridge model. It was a warm, sunny February day. The water 
in the Keys was a flat, rich turquoise. As we flew up shallow 
Biscay ne Bay with the wind in our hair and sun on our faces, 
we passed dolphins, frolicking languorously, and I wondered for 
about the billionth time why anyone with even half a brain lives 
in the Northeast in winter. 

The flybridge area sported twin Stidd helm seating before a 
full electronics display and an L-shape settee and table aft. An 
electric grill and stainless-steel drinks refrigerator were convenient. 
Scale had opted for an after-market hardtop made byJ&J Marine 
Services and an Iselin enclosure that was genius in its simplicity: It 
lifted and locked on to the overhead with no fuss at all. 

The engine room, which is accessed from the cockpit with the

Sabre probably couldn't dream up a better buyer than William 
E. Seale, who divides his time between Annapolis, Maryland, 
and the Ocean Reef Club in Key Largo, Florida. 

Now retired, Seale is an economist and was a partner at a 
mutual fund investment firm. He had also been chairman of the 
finance department and senior associate dean of the business 
school at George Washington University and was appointed by 
President Ronald Reagan as a commissioner of the U.S. Com- 
modity Futures Trading Commission. So the man understands 
money and value. 

But he also knows boats. As a teenager, his first was a 12-foot 
Chris-Craft with a 10-horsepower engine. Within two years he'd 
traded up to 16 feet with a 35-horsepower Evinrude. "I thought I 
had arrived," Seale said with a laugh. But of course, he was only 
just beginning. 

Seale's current fleet, in addition to Traveler, consists of a 
Beneteau 49 sailboat and two Grady-White Canyon 306s. "I 
keep one in Annapolis and one in Ocean Reef, and I have them

both set up the exact same way, with twin Yamaha 300s. I find it 
makes it easier to move back and forth between them." 

It's clear that 7rave/er has met Seale's high expectations. He 
and Marguerite are planning on heading to Key West and then 
to the Dry Tortugas before taking Traveler on a leisurely explora- 
tion of Narragansett Bay and on to Maine for the summer, where 
they'll no doubt stop in to say hi to their friends at Sabre.

push of a button thai hydraulically lifts the sole, features a while 
gelcoal interior with a diamond plate sole, good lighting and 
excellent access to most service points. Seale had opted for twin 
Volvo Penta IRS 900 drives, which later held station as we waited 
for the Venetian Causeway to open on the half-hour. Under way I 
noted we were on plane at 1600 rpm and 1 7 knots. And the Sabre 
54 with IPS handled beautifully, carving tight, effortless turns and 
running bone-dry even at high speeds. Traveler has Humphree trim 
labs. "She runs well without them, but better with," Seale believes. 

Another very noticeable plus: low noise. I had some problem 
setting the dampers on my decibel meter app and have relied 
on Sabre for its data, but the quiet running is something anyone 
who's been aboard will notice. In the salon, running 25 knots, 
the Sabre 54FB registers 71 decibels, which means normal 
conversation is entirely audible.

I asked Seale if lie was plea.sed heel made the leap to IPS drives, 
and he didn't hesitate. 'They're really amazing and I wouldn't go 
back." He brought his considerable experience to bear on several 
other customizations to Traveler, some large and some small. There 
is absolutely no exterior teak on his Sabre 54FB - except for the 
flagstaff. He opted for a single Stidd chair at the salon helm and also 
went with straight-line cabinetry across from the dinette, instead of 
the standard L-shape. One of his favorite features on the Sabre 54 
is the electrical system. "It is absolutely no fuss. I don't even have to 
think about it. It has a built-in decision-maker, and I just turn it on 
and go. It manages itself"

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AN EIGHT-YEAR JOURNEY TO SAVE A 70-YEAR-OLD WORKBOAT.

We began our restoration of the David 7? by removing the foredeck. 
On our first day, we arrived on Lopez. (Island, Washington] early, 
armed with crowbars, a couple of hammers, a Skilsaw, a Sawzall, 
and a lot of enthusiasm. 

Jeffrey stood at the port bow of the boat. "Well, here it goes," 
he said, and kneeled down to the deck. T stood over him and 
watched as he swung die prying end of his hammer. It made a 
dead thud into the soft wood. He pulled the hammer back again 
and swung. 

''Ready for a crowbar?" I stood with the smaller one in my hand. 

"How about the Skilsaw instead," he said. 

Jeffrey made the opening cut and dien pried out the first foot 
of decking. He handed me the hammer and small crowbar, 
then explained a couple tricks for removing the deck planks. I 
went to work while Jeffrey moved aside to begin opening up die 
starboard side of the deck. 

Our crowbars dug easily into the planking and tore up die 
soft wood, ripping and splintering old rotten decking and tar- 
coated plywood. The Sawzall was hungry that day Its vibration 
in my hands was like the pun* of a satisfied cat after a kill. The 
teeth of its bi-metal blade cut through the deck like butter, only 
occasionally slowed by an ancient fastener. 

By midday the sun was hot. I was dirty; and die T-shirt ami 
shorts 1 wore were filthy. My skin was sweaty and coated red with 
a fine film of tar dust, sawdust, and rust dust. Under the noonday 
sun, I smelled like fungus, rusty nails, wood, and asphalt. That 
smell is forever imprinted in my mind. 

As I lay on the foredeck thinking about that first day, I breathed 
deep, in search of that smell. It's gone now, replaced with new 
fir, fresh plywood, and deck oil. Sometimes I catch a whiff of 
that timeless smell, usually tucked in hard-to-get-to places like 
the anchor chain locker or die bilge. The smell of die David B's 
age lingers in its timbers, reminding me that with a wood boat, 
no restoration is ever complete. 



Eight years ago, with my Sawzall and pry-bar, I was foolishly 
confident. But as we worked, doubt began to creep into my soul. 

his project might be too big fluttered across my mind as I pulled 
away rotten deck and watched Jeffrey's body language. Nak, 
Jeffrey knows what we're doing It's going to be all right Well get this done, 
I reassured myself even as I noted that with each cut of the saw, 
we found more and more rot. 

Where we thought we could simply remove the tarred plywood 
and sand down the original decking, we discovered that there 
was nothing underneath we could save. We held out for months 
that some of the planks near die mast were sound. 

As we removed the deck planking and exposed the lops of the 
deck beams, we discovered that diey too were rotten and would 
need to be removed and replaced. Late in die afternoon on the 
first day I stood on the main deck next to the bone pile of deck 
planks and beams. 

"Hey; what arc we going to do with all this wood?" I called out 
to Jeffrey; who was down below. 

'Jeremy said we could put it over on his burn pile on the 
shore," he replied from low in the anchor-chain locker. 

"Everything OK down there?" I peered down into die 
opening where the deck had been. 

"Yeah, I think so, but I'm afraid we're going to have to remove 
the beam shelf as well. It's pretty far gone," he said, with a mix 
of disappointment and conviction. 

I picked up an armload of wood and headed to the beach. 
Two years to have the boat ready. I sure hope we don't find 
anything else wrong.

was all happening too fast. We'd filed a copy of our brand-new

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back to our slip whenever we wanted, but I didn't feel we were ready.

and wanted us to reschedule, but Jef frey insisted that we were. It 
seemed funny to me that thev didn't want us in the vard when we 
hauled, and now thev didn't want us to leave. 

We continued our mad rush to get the last details of our shipyard 
time finished. We worked on painting, frames, planking, and 
through-hulls. Aaron spent hours polishing the propeller. Jeffrey 
went over his lists again and again to make sure we had everything 
finished and there wouldn't be some important detail left behind. 

On Friday, as the daylight faded, we worked into the dark by 
shop lights to finish the last coat of topside paint. Just after eleven 
p.m., Jeffrey called for us to stop work. Like students cramming 
for a final exam, we had finally had enough. The David B sat 
silently in the dark, shining with new paint, new frames, new 
planking, and a second life.

to be done, we're finished with everything below the waterline 
other than paint. We can do everything else when we're back 
at the dock." 

Our workdays that last week at the shipyard got longer and 
longer. By midweek, we were working from five in the morning 
until nine at night. I gardened for seven or eight hours each 
day, then drove to the yard to sand and paint. There was no 
time to cook, so we ate pizza. When we didn't order it ourselves, 
friends and neighbors would stop by with it. Then they'd spend 
a lew hours painting wit h us. I never thought I could ever lire of 
pizza, but I did that week. The feeling of nearing our launching 
elate was electric. The best clay was when we removed the cover. 
Seeing the whole boat for the first time in almost six months 
gave me shivers. Its hull was beautiful, especially the stern, where 
most of die new construction had taken place. 

The day before we were to launch the boat, Jeffrey was called 
into the office at the shipyard. They were sure we weren't ready 




I snapped a picture diat would forever sum up our last day 
in the shipyard.

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The new America's Cup 
is using technology to make 
sailboat racing exciting, 
accessible and not so techy. 
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Liist November I went to the America's Cup World Series event 
in San Diego to see the extraordinary technology being used to 
manage and bniadcast the racing, and it worked so well that. I came 
home a full-fledged fan. But don't presume that you have to be a 
tech enthusiast to appreciate die 34th Cup as it plays out around die 
worid over the next 1 8 months. This time die tech innovations are 
more about building a fast and fair playing field, which focuses on 
pure sailing skills. Foiget that sailboat races are like watching paint 
dry; AC34 can be as gripping and intimate as high-definition close- 
ups of the Patriots and Giants battling for Super Bowl rings. 

Before you pull up the Americas Cup YbuTube channel to see 
some of the ibotage already generated, il helps to learn a bit about 
the technology behind die scenes, and die history too. The Cup 
has always been an unusual competition, because the winner gets 
to manage the next round of racing. Many of the unsuccessful 
ch;dlengers would argue that die New York Yacht Club maintained 
its dominance by manipulating die rules, but worse things happened 
once the Gup started bouncing around the globe in 1 983. 

The event hit bottom during the 2007-to-2010 round, when the 
Swiss defender couldn't or wouldn't come up with boat design and 
racing n lies the American "challenger of record* ' thought reasonable. 
As a result, die competition took place mostly in courtrooms and 
culminated with dull racing held far offshore in mismatched and 
teched-up multiliulls. It didn't help the spoil's popularity diat the 
two small yacht clubs involved were obvious fronts for aggressive 
billionaires. In retrospect, though, one can picture how challenger 
Team Oracle - led by Oracle Coip. founder and serious yachtsman 
Ixiny Ellison — used the agonizing delays of AC33 to get charged 
up about what it could do with AC 3 1. 

In fact, as soon as Oracle had won die Cup off Spain, Ellison's 
crew rapidly created large, talent-rich and well-funded ACS 1 
management oiganizations, which reconceived the next round in 
every way. The concept, more NFL than NYYC, is unapologetie 
professional racing in extreme boats on tight courses close to shore, 



stadium stvle. The main San Francisco event in 20 1 3 - to be raced 
in custom 72-foot catamarans capable of speeds of more than 30 
knots would be preceded by a first-ever AG "World Series" lough I 
in a fleet of matching 45-foot carbon cats so lively that the athletes 
on board, including many veterans of Olympic small-boat racing, 
often work at maximum pulse rates. There's also a challenging 
tactical component to short-course racing this fast, plus a dash of 
NASCAR, since the AG45s can suddenly nosedive. Hip or even 
cartwheel when seriously [lowered up. Hence die crash helmets. 

This concept took, and by the time die ACVVS reached San Diego 
after races in Portugal and England, it included eight sponsored 
teams representing perennial challengers like New Zealand and 
France along with new ones like China and Korea. And crack teams

ULTRA TELEMETRY 

No one has attempted to manage ;md umpire sailboat racing 
that's as intense as the AG34 World Series. How, for instance, can 
an umpire consistently call early starts when they involve a do/en 
very quick boats, each with two bows and a bowsprit and which air 
driven by experts at getting over the line first? The key component 
is a gray Frisbee-size NovAtel GPS located exactly on center at 
each AG4.TS stern. Using an onshore reference station set up by 
America's Cup race management (ACRM), this GPS is accurate 
to better than iui inch 10 times a second, no matter how the AC 45 
dances. Now imagine this level of position and motion information 
combining with similarly accurate heading, heel and pitch data and 
then zipping ashore via ACRM s private high-power Wi-Fi network, 
and you'll start to fathom die ultra telemetry underlying AC34. 

Indeed, while thousands of humans intently watch the racers, a 
computer farm winning away in a window-less container is better at 
"seeing" where they are. Meanwhile, similarly accurate telemetry is 
coming from die support Heel, especially the mark boats that define 
the ends of the start and finish lines and other course elements. The 
chief umpires are also in a container, intendy monitoring a special 
(racking program. They also have numerous video feeds and are 
in touch with colleagues on personal watcrcraft chasing the racers 

ACRM is thorough, and prepared for system failures too - but 
the telemetry technique is working very well. For instance, high- 
definition starting line videos purportedly demonstrate dial boats 
just two inches over die line have been penalized while boats two 

inches behind weren't.

STAN HONEY: SAILOR-GEEK 
EXTRAORDINAIRE 

The talent story behind AC34 is deep and wide, but it's hard 
to top the merging of Stan Honeys two remarkable careers. 
In the racing world, Honey is well known as a professional 
offshore navigator and, in fact, was named U.S. Sailing's 
2010 Rolex Yachtsman of the Year for his critical role in 
cutting the nonstop circumnavigation record to 48 days 
aboard the 103-foot French trimaran Groupama 3. (Three 
more days were lopped off that record in December by 
the same skipper, Loick Peyron, who also helms the French 
AC34 Energy Team.) 

Blue-water cruisers also venerate Honey for organizing 
the Sail Mail Association, which provides free e-mail nearly 
anywhere on the oceans over SSB (single sideband) and 
ham radios. But on land, his tech talents had more impact 
at Sportvision, the company that famously inserted the 
digital yellow "first and 10" line into televised football. Co- 
founder Honey and his team went on to overlay tracking 
on 200-plus mph NASCAR racers, make pro baseball easier 
to follow with the live pitch and strike zone graphics, and 
much more. But while he holds 21 patents for TV special 
effects and eight for navigation, making AC34's LiveLine 
graphics work was his biggest challenge yet. 

I can't imagine a person better qualified to be the Cup's 
director of technology, especially after seeing Honey in ac- 
tion. It happens that my reporter luck ran counter to his tech 
luck in San Diego, and so I got to see him under duress, 
troubleshooting a software glitch on the committee boat 
one day and dealing with sporadic interference from an 
unknown source to the LiveLine helicopter video feed the 
next. The man is unflappable, and the obviously revered 
hub of the extremely capable team he put together. I have 
no doubt that several new star racers will emerge as AC34 
progresses, but don't forget the older, mild-mannered guy 
taking care of business behind the scenes. 
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thut the tactiad decision about whether to go left or light 
is all the more challenging. This dynamic course setting

out of one partner and had an engineering team work with ACRM. That's 
is possible why each of the mark boats, and many of the other boats in the 
outboards support Heel, has two large Garmin touch-screen displays. One is 

networked to standard radars, depth sounders, 
etc. and used for regular navigation, while the 
other uses AGRM's wireless network to track all 
the AC vessels and the course. The support fleet 
I also carries networked ultrasonic wind sensors 
(though the racers have to use their eyes). So on 
the committee boat, principal race officer John 
Craig can monitor wind conditions all over the 
course and if needed tweak trie location of a race 
gate on a dedicated PC program that will then 
calculate die total course time for a typical AG 45. If die change looks 
good, Craig then submits the new* course to the network, it pops up 
on all the ACRM Garmins, and the mark boats move as needed. 

I got an impressive demonstration of this first-ever high- 
tech race management, and Garmin is justifiably proud of its 
involvement. Moreover, while I was aboard the committee boat, 
Garmin management and ACRM staff were discussing how at 
least parts of die system could be adapted for other sail events. 
And there are more ways that AC34 technology may trickle down 
to recreational boating for instance, wouldn't you like to know 
to the accuracy enjoyed by AC umpires where the kids took your 
tender? — but I have yet to explain die most spectacular result 
of AC34's ultra telemetry. 

LIVE LINE 

To turn die America's Cup into a truly gripping professional sport, 
perhaps the greatest challenge is broadcasting it so that we can feel 




In AC34 style, most of the support vessels are purpose-built, inno- 
vative and sharp looking. You can't miss the wave-piercing power 
cats bearing large FLIR gyro-stabilized cameras, for instance, as 
they zip among the race boats pulling less wake than the tricked- 
out PWCs the on-course umpires ride. Notice too how the special 
"ambulance" RIBs are equipped with jet drives so they'll do no 
harm at the scene if one of the cats cartwheels. But the AC34 boat 
that might make a difference in your life is the FRB1 3. 

The design is actually the second edition of AC34 mark 
boats, and hull No. 1, America, was just being commissioned in 
San Diego, fresh from the builder in China. But I saw enough to 
appreciate how well designed this 45-foot power cat is for tend- 
ing both marks and — heads up! — groups of privileged AC 
fans. Consider, for instance, twin Volvo Penta IPS450 drives able 
to push the cat to 28 knots but also able to hold GPS position at 
the touch of a button. According to plan, there will be six FRB1 3 
markA/IP boats at all future AC34 venues, each named after a 
former Cup winner and each with three spacious observation 
areas. The design also features dual heads, a catering galley 
and a big screen for watching ACTV, perhaps during those peri- 
ods when the racers aren't flying by "your" mark! 

As I write, the AC34 site {www.americascup.com) has not yet 
posted information about "VIP opportunities" during the up- 
coming World Series events, but they were abundant and much 
enjoyed in San Diego. The AC Event Authority (ACEA) set up an 




elaborate area — picture tents, teak decking and landscaping 
— high on the flight deck of the historic carrier Midway, where 
VIPs were treated well when not cruising around in a fleet of 
chartered RIBs. Given that VIP seems to be defined as honored 
Cup alumni, ACEA partners of all sorts, corporate hospitality 
groups and just plain fans willing to support the new Cup racing 
with a serious ticket purchase, I'm fairly confident that you can 
get a berth on an FRB13 if you're sufficiently motivated. 

Note that besides the racing you'll get a close look at the 
ACRM technology discussed in the article, not to mention 
state-of-the-art boat systems. While one 15-inch Garmin screen 
on each FRB displays all the high-precision race telemetry and 
up-to-the-minute course details, the other is networked with 
a full suite of Garmin's civilian navigational gear. The FRBs are 
also fitted with BEP Marine's CZone digital switching system 
and a complement of Mastervolt power components. Need I 
add that I'm hoping to finagle an FRB1 3 ride too? 
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This containerized TV broadcast booth, 
which rivals permanent installations, will 
travel in AC34's ship to Naples, Italy, 
Newport and San Francisco this yecfts^

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die adrenaline flowing on die cats and understand what llie heck is 
going on. ACS 1 equipped each race boat with four remote-control 
HI) cameras and more than a dozen microphones. In San Diego 
there were also three camera helicopters, multiple camera boats and 
a maze of containers that looked like ESPN studios inside. But the 
secret sauce is a new technology called I ivel ine. 

Previous broadcasts often cut away to gamelike virtual 
simulations of the race to illustrate the lay of the course, which 
boat was ahead and the tactics in play. That helped, and in fact 
one AGTV container houses the same simulation experts, though 
now their work is largely a backup in case the much trickier 
LiveLine fails. That's because Live Line which overlays the 
boat's name, speed, distance to mark and much more right on top 
of live helicopter video — is the perfect complement to the race 
narrators but is almost ridiculously difficult to do. 

Frankly I'm still impressed with the yellow first-down line overlay 
that was so useful watching the Super Bowl, even though I've 
learned how it's done. A video processing computer knows exactly 
where the camera is relative to the field's geometry and to wireless 
sensors built into the down markers. The turf color is treated as a 
reverse mask, and thus the processor knows to lay the digital yellow 
line only over green, and it ends up looking like it was magically 
painted on die field. You've probably seen similar overlay magic 
done with hockey pucks. NASC.\R racers and strike zones, but 
consider the dynamics of LiveLine with the camera in a helicopter 
and all the race elements so far away that even a miniseule geometry 
error will lead to an obvious overlay mismatch. 

So LiveLine is where AC34's latest boat and course telemetry 
really pays off, and apparently the helicopter is tracked with 
10 times more precision in all directions than the boats are. 
Who put all this together? No less than the same team that 



invented the yellow down line 
and many other professional 
sport enhancements, which 
happens to be headed by a 
gentleman who is also an expert 
sailor. Check out "Stan Honey, 
Sailor-Geek Extraodinaire" to 
read about ACS 1 Director of 
Technology Stan Honey and 
say hallelujah for the existing 
fans of the America's Cup and 
the new ones to come. 

1 don't know if AC34 will 
succeed in its goal of turning 
«>rdiu;ir\ Americans into fans, 
but I'm convinced that anyone 
who's ever had a passing interest 
in how wind on the water can 
become speed and sport should 
zero in on die new Cup. I'm also 

aware that some sailors fear dial once AC34 moves up to the bigger 
boats it might again become a battle of competing technologies 
and maybe even lawyers, but 1 have a different theory. 

Larry Ellison may be one of the most competitive guys on 
earth, but wouldn't a second ( !up victory be sweetest if won 
on an ultrafair playing field in front of a huge crowd? In fact, 
I think Ellison may become a boating hero, not for winning the 
Cup once, twice or more, but for making it a truly great sporting 
event. Let's watch and find out! □

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THE NORDHAVN 63 WILL TAKE YOU PLACES THE CLASSIC 62 CANT GO.

THE GREAT CANADIAN AUTHOR GEORGE FETHERLING COMPARES RUNNING AWAY 
on a tramp freighter to a religious pilgrimage, without the sacred destination. The author of Running 
Away fa Sea writes that life aboard sliip is "as much an escape from one place as a deliberate attempt to 
reach another." One of the three great American fantasies, a freighter voyage lacks that soul-sucking 
downside, which, Fetherling says, dooms to failure those enthusiastic amateurs who engage in the 
other two - - starting restaurants or bookstores. Quite die opposite, going to sea is liberating. 

The builders of Nordhavn yachts get that. The vessels conceived on the drafting tables of 
Pacific Asian Enterprises have long been known for a gray, industrial look evocative of working 
trawlers. One model in particular, however, has addressed our freighter fantasies directly: die 
Xorrihavn with its all superstructure and long foredeck. PAE has sold ?•>'> \<>2s to ocean- 
roaming owners since the model's first launch in 1 993. 

An adventurous Scotsman named Nigel McLeod, whose grandfather had been a sea captain, 
was ready to trade up from his Nordhavn 47 and hankered for an N62. "It was the freighter look 
with that big sweep of the bow. 1 liked the aft pilothouse, and I really liked the layout when you 
walked on the boat,"' McLeod says. "My son was turning 17, and he and I wanted to go down 
to the Caribbean. If we got fed up with that, we'd go through the Panama Canal to the Pacific/' 

Only one problem: The next boat had to fit through a canal that leads to McLeod's "hurricane 
hole"' of a berth at Hilton Head. The canal lock measures 20 feel wide, but is actually narrower 
because of its rubber Tendering. The N62 has a beam of 19 feet, 10 inches. The Nordhavn 60, a 
more recent forward pilothouse design, was narrow enough to transit the lock, but McLeod was 
determined to have his freighter. 
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The design team of I'AE partners Jim and Jeff Leishman 
brainstormecl to find a solution, and the result offers us excellent 
insight into how the company develops new models. fcC We were 
doing all sorts of design gyrations to try to figure how we could 
get the C>2 narrower, and it just got ridiculous,"' Jeff Leishman says. 
"The 60 would fit, but he didn't like the forward wheelhouse on 
the 60, so I thought, why don'l we just design an aft wheelhouse on 
that hull? He was interested so we drew something up, and that's 
how it came about." (The Nordhavn 60 was itself a customer- 
driven design. A buyer considering a Nordhavn 55 wanted more 
deck space, which meant stretching the hull.) 

McLeod graciously allowed Yachting on board for a sea trial 
of the new N63 with Nordhavn commissioning manager John 
Hoffman. Of course Fd seen the renderings before arriving at 
the company's base in Stuart, Florida, but when I saw Silver Spray 
for die first time I was nonetheless taken aback. She shared basics 
with the 62 aft house, sweeping foredeck but Silver Spray 
was much less the gray lady, positively stylish by comparison. 
And stepping through a watertight ship's door into the salon 
makes for a dramatic transition to airy, cherry-wood elegance. 

The boys at Nordhavn have confessed: The 63s updated 
styling, particularly the superstructure, is the product of 
an enlightened design philosophy that lakes into account 
female sensibilities and acknowledges that most of today's 
yacht purchases are his and her decisions. The workmanship 
throughout the 63 is finished to contemporary megayacht 
standards, a level of workmanship that Nordhavn has applied 
to all of its models, regardless of size, ever since PAE began 
building boats more than 70 feet in length. 

The accompanying photos describe the salon better than 
words, but the galley has features deserving emphasis. Rather 
than, say, occupying a corner of the salon, the galley is a defined 
space of its own - an elongated U-shape on the same level as 
the salon that's big enough for two people to move around 
in, but arranged to still keep everything within easy reach of the 
cook. Above the sink and counter, a panoramic pass-through 
encourages a social connection between those preparing a meal 
and those waiting to be fed. 

Three steps down finds you among the accommodations,

including two nearly equivalent staterooms with queen berths. 
Silver Spray's master is just forward of amidships, with head 
and shower en suite and berth aligned athwartships. The guest 
stateroom is at the bow with en suite head and shower and is also 
accessible for day use. An alternative arrangement adds a third 
stateroom with a single berth but takes the second head out of 
the forward stateroom. These spaces are replete with drawers, 
shelves and lockers loo many to itemize. 

Two compartments lie below. One is "wine cellar" stowage 
accessed through a hatch forward. The other, at the bottom of 
stairs, is a laundry room with a second freezer and bunks for 
two crew. Here too is a door to the engine room, which is also

accessed from the cockpit. 

Opposite the galley to starboard, stairs lead to the N63's 
spacious pilothouse with doors port and starboard to the lounge 
deck and Portuguese bridge. There is an L-shape settee and 
navigation station to port and a helm chair to the right of center. 
Behind the settee is a w atch cabin with a double berth and an 
adjacent head and shower. Add up the berths, and Silver Spray 
sleeps eight with room on settees for a few more. 

One of the most useful features of the N63's "freighter" design 
is a foredeck that can handle a 1 7-foot RIB. A full-displacement 
vessel is a slow boat, and anyone who has ever cruised in one 
appreciates a fast tender, especially one big enough to cany 
the entire crew. To lift that tender over die side, the N63 comes 
equipped with a $40,000 SteeLhcad ES telescoping davit with a 
lifting capacity of 1,500 pounds. 

The beating heart of the N63 is a 330-horsepowerJohn Deere 
engine, which, in the best Nordhavn tradition, is keel-cooled 
to enable a dry-stack exhaust. With capacity for nearly 2,500 
gallons of diesel distributed among four tanks, she will have a 
range of at least 3,000 miles at approximately 7 knots. Though 
a "get home" second engine is optional on the N63, a prudent 
mariner will think long and hard before going to sea without one. 
Silver Spray's wing engine is a 65 -horsepower Lugger diesel with a 
folding prop, capable of driving (he vessel at 4 knots. 

When I took die helm, Nordhavn \s John Hoffman suggested I 



take my hands off the wheel to see what would happen: nothing 

Silver Spray tracked straight, as if on autopilot. Hoffman, who 
has delivered more than 50 Nordhavns, says the N63 is unique. 
"I don't know why it is, but she steers on a line," he says. 

Of course, the Leishmans knew the N63 would be a better sea 
boat than die old 62. Like all recent Nordhavn designs, die 63 
carries her beam aft with an underwater shape that flattens near 
the stern. Compare that with the sailboat-type lines of die N62 
hull. "With fuller stern sections, you get a bigger lazarette and 
bigger load-carrying capacity; You get a better pitch motion," 
Jim Leishman says. 

I couldn't help but wonder if the aft superstructure on top 
of those wide haunches had anything to do with the boat's fine 
tracking. For certain, motoiyachts with their "sail area" aft swing 
less at anchor than boats with equivalent windage forward, but 
Leishman doubts windage is much of ;i f actor under way. 

At the risk of perpetuating the cultural stereotype that Scots 
are a frugal lot, the N63 had another factor in its favor. It cost 
less than a $2.2 million Nordhavn 62. Built at Nordhavn "s South 
Coast factory in Xiamen, China, the price tag for Hull No. 1 of 
the N63 was well under $2 million. And despite the worldwide 
economic downturn, four more are being built as you read this 
all because one adventurous, discriminating buyer needed to 
squeeze through a lock. J

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and speed make fine shipmates. By DGfinis C3prio 
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Oh, my, how* easily a 184-foot sailing yacht becomes the perfect 
vessel. Her once overwhelming size diminishes with familiarity; 
especially when she's in the company of siblings gathered 
for a couple of days of racing. Her luxurious and spacious 
accommodations, though never taken for granted, make 
strangers feel welcome. Fidelis, a 56-meter Perini Navi ketch, is 
a perfect example. After spending a day aboard her during the 
Perini Navi Gup in Porto Cervo, Sardinia, this past September, I 
realized that she, and others of her ilk, could be the ultimate in 
world-girdling cruising yachts. 

At sea, big is always better than small, especially if the naval 
architect and builder get all of their sums correct. A well-designed, 
56-meter heavy-displacement yacht has a gentle motion, a long 
watedine for high average speeds and enough freeboard to 
keep the seas from mounting the deck. It also has a tremendous 
amount of usable volume belowdecks, which provides the 
owners, and their interior designer, with more options than they 
can easily consider. Over a botde of limoncello and several cups 
of espresso, the sensitive designer will have discovered enough 
about the clients to mingle his pet ideas with theirs. The happy 
result: The designer has fun and the owners love their vacht. 

Yachts of this size and complexity require many brains to 
design, style and engineer. Ron Holland provided the naval 
architecture in collaboration with Perini Navi's design staff, and 
his input shows in Fidelis' clean wake. You'd expect such a heavy 
yacht to dig a big hole amidships and sculpt a frightful quarter 
wave in her effort to exceed the traditional speed/length ratio 
of 1.34, but Holland's design keeps wave-making resistance to a 
minimum. Even at 1.31, Fidelis has a top speed of 16.15 knots, 
but I had no w^ay to confirm her ability to reach, or exceed, that 
speed in the light air off Porto Gervo. On the upside, the ratio of 
sail area to wetted surface allowed her to ghost along at 5.4 knots 
in a true wind speed of 8 knots, 10 degrees to the apparent wind. 

Fidelis is the 10th example of the 56-mcter scries, which began 
in 2003 with the launch of Burrasca. All of these, save the sloop 
Salute, are ketches. Perini s design team styled the entire 56-meter 
series, and keen observers easily will recognize die similarities 
among the fleet. They'll need an even keener eye to spot die 



differences. Most are subtle and appear in the superstructure, 
because the hull of each 56m is the same as every other. Perini 
Navi builds the aluminum shell of these yachts at its yard in Turkey, 
and commissions them at the yard in Viareggio. Aluminum doesn't 
require permanent tooling, so alterations in the characteristics 
of the superstructure are relatively easy and economical. Perini s 
willingness to accommodate the client's preferences lets owners 
establish a personalized identity for the public face of their yacht. 

Owners rarelv yet the chance to see their Perini Navi from the 
perspective they need to in order to embrace every nuance of its 
exterior design. Most often they're too close, but inside the yacht, 
close is good, as I discovered when I stepped from the afterdeck 
through one of the curved glass doors and into the salon of Fidelis. 
The word clutter doesn't exist in this owner's lexicon, and because of 
that, the main salon made me think of a desert landscape dotted 
with exactly the number of dwellings necessary to support its small 
population. Perini's interior design team, headed by the legendary

They moved very quickly and quietly and 
seemed immune to the yacht's motion and angle of heel, such as 
they were in the light conditions. 

A pair of glass pocket doors, elegantly curved and fi*amed in 
stainless steel, separates the interiors salon from its counterpart, 
on die afterdeck. When die doors are wide-open, die two salons 
become one and traffic Hows easily in both directions. The structure 
that surrounds the staircase on the vachts centeiiine divides the 
main salon into two distinct sections. Forward of the cozy sealing 
area that I'd occupied earlier, I found an open space containing an 
intimate dining table lor eight on die port side and a game table 
for four opposite. Large windows on both sides of the main deck 
absolutely Hood it with natural light, and the area is so spacious that 
a teenager on a skateboard might find it an irresistible venue. 

When the owner guided my tour of the lower deck, we 
descended from the main salon via a loosely spiraling staircase 
that terminates in a large foyer off the master stateroom and the 
four smaller staterooms forward of amidships. This is the lower 
section of the centrally located stairwell, which connects all die 
decks and gives the owners and their guests easy access to all 
levels. The treads rest on stringers, clad with polished stainless 
steel and defined by their gracefully changing depth tiiroughout 
the rise. A single open balustrade on each side and the absence 
of risers give the staircase a delicate appearance and prevent it 
from dominating the spaces near it. If the staircase were human, 
it would be a ballerina supine on a chaise. 

The master stateroom spans the entire beam, and when 
we entered, the owner told me that he and his wife may have 
overindulged a bit. Allowing for the intrusion of framework, 
insulation and decorative panels along the inside of the hull, 
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this stateroom is about 35 feet across. To my surprise, this huge 
area felt wonderfully cozy, and I think I know why — muled 
colors, simple lines, cylindrical shapes. From the foyer you may 
enter the stateroom via a door to starboard of the centerline 
or Lo port. Each entrance reveals a unique ambience. The 
portside door opens onto the office area and face-to-face with 
a schizophrenically elegant desk. Anchored on one side by a 
thick tapered base home for a few drawers the desktop 
cantilevers in a subtle curve to its terminus. This mostly dark 
brown piece has a while insert where a conventional blotter 
would rest, and that opens onto a shallow stowage space. 

Entering via the starboard door leads you to an intimate sitting 
area, dominated by a puffy armless sofa, a simple coffee table 
and two barrel chairs, covered in butterscotch leather and oil- 
white fabric seat cushion and back. A king-size bed occupies die 
place of honor on the centerline. The massive dressing room/ 
closet and two heads his on the starboard side, hers opposite 
- occupy a significant amount of area between the main part of 
the cabin and the machinery spaces aft. Although the oval shape 
of the foyer encroaches on the stateroom, it docs so in a pleasant 
way, psychologically separating the two sides of the stateroom. 

As you'd expect of any good sailing yacht, proof of its value 
lies in the performance. Although modern steering systems 
joystick control under sail among them - isolate the helmsman 
from tactile feedback, that doesn't take anything away from the 
thrill of helming a large and powerful yacht through the water. 
Perched on the flying bridge and steering from the high side, 
watching die water rush by die rail more than 30 feet below you, 
could stop your heart. Any techno-enthusiast owner simply has 
to marvel at the systems and Perini Navrs skillful installation. If 
he also wants to keep fit, he may join the foredeck crew. In spite 
of the powerful captive winches doing the true grunt work of 
handling the sails, the guys and gals on the foredeck still have to 
heave, en masse, on the lazy sheet while the hydraulics furl the 
genoa so it clears the inner forestay during the tacks. 

Lovely yachts and an enthusiastic group of owners endeared 
me to the world of Perini Navi, and I look forward to another 
injection of their camaraderie. □

Understanding your engine's 
electronic control module is key. 
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High-Frequency Life Links If your radio

ery high frequency (VHF) 
radio technology came of 
age in the 1950s, offer- 
J inL! line-of-sighl 

nication and broadcast- 
ing capacity for television 
and radio channels. As 
the technology evoked, 
ya< htsmen were presented 
with a reliable means of 
getting weather information and communicating 
boat-to-boat and boat-to-shore. With transmission 
power ranges between one and 25 watts, VHFs ef- 
fective range of five miles for ship-to-ship commu- 
nications and approximately 60 miles for elevated 
antennas might seem limited compared with that 
of modern smartphones, but remember that VHFs 
are independent of cell towers and satellites. 

Today. VHFs serve a vital and dynamic role 
aboard vessels large and small. "VHF technology 
has changed a ton in the last 10 years,*" C'apt. J. 
Sharkey said. "Now there's DSC [digital selective 
calling], and some units are coming with built- 
in AIS [automatic identification system] that's 
interfaced with the electronics package/ 1 Modern,

Icniiuv-hraxA VHFs come in both fixcd-mnunl and 
handheld models. While the former benefits from 
a reliable power source, higher transmit power 
and a taller antenna, contemporary handhelcls are 
typically waterproof or weatherproof, powerful 
and sometimes buoyant. This article looks at the 
features that are driving the conversation on fixed- 
mount Class D VHFs, although some of these 
technologies are germane to handhelcls. 

DIGITAL SELECTIVE CALLING 

To increase the likelihood that a pan-pan or 
mayday call is heard by the U.S. Coast Guard and 
a network of boaters, the International Maritime 
Organization developed digital selective calling as 
part of its greater Global Maritime Distress Safety 
System. DSC became a SOLAS-class (DSC Class 
A and B) requirement in 1999, and Class D 
jnon-SOLAS class) DSC hit the professional and 
recreational markets soon thereafter. Class D is 
now a minimum requirement for all new VHFs 
sold in the United States. "DSC is to maritime 
communications what the compact disc was to the 
audio world 30 years ago, literally bringing us into 
the digital age/' said Brian Gilford, the national 
warranty manager of Navico (wwixuiavko.com). 

DSC-enabled VHFs act like telephones, 
allowing you to directly call other DSC-enabled 
radios via the vessel-specific, nine-digit Maritime 
Mobile Service Identity (MMSI) number. MMSI 
numbers are integral to both DSC and AIS, so the 
Coast Guard highly encourages users to obtain 
their MMSIs. Amazingly, this message is often 
unheeded. "The majority of boaters don't have 
their MMSI number, or their VHF isn't wired 
properly/' said Jason Kennedy, the executive 
vice president of Standard Horizon (www 
Mandardhorizon.com). "DSC! only works if people 
are properly hooked up." 

While some DSC-enabled VHFs offer position 
polling and waypoint navigation, the real magic 
— and an interesting conundrum — emerges 
when someone with an MMSI and a DSC- 
enabled radio that's connected to a GPS presses 
the distress key: An alert call is broadcast on 
Channel 70 and is automatically picked up by all 
nearby DSC-enabled vessels, triggering alarms 
aboard their vessels and automatically providing 
the distressed vessel's MMSI and position. Once 
the DSC call is received, all involved parties- 
radios automatically switch to Channel 16 for 
voice conversations. 

Troubles arise, however, when DSC! distress calls are 
initiated in areas of high traffic volume, because the 
automatic channel switching is dangerous for people 
engaged in time-sensitive VHF work, say harbor pilots 
and tugboat operators. Because of this, the Coast 
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Fixed-mount and handheld VHFs, like these from Simrad, are expanding VHF capabilities. 



Guard issued a press release in April 2010 
suiting: 'The USCG strongly recommends 
disabling the automatic channel-switching 
feature w hen maintaining a listening watch 
or communicating on the designated 



bridge-to-bridge radiotelephone, or while 
monitoring the vessel traffic services (VTS) 
channel. Radios that lack the disabling 
feature should not be used for bridge-to- 
bridge or VTS communications." 



All new DSC-enabled VHFs are 
required to come with the ability 
to override the channel auto-switch 
function, as well as the manufacturer's set 
lime delay, before the VHF unit switches 
to Channel 16. Not everyone agrees with 
this strategy however. "1 see it as a step 
backward," Kennedy said. He argues that 
auto switching isn't a problem in most 
areas, including Puget Sound, which sees 
plenty of commercial and recreational 
traffic. "Instead, let's mandate a class 
of commercial VHFs. You can't put an 
outboard engine into a tugboat why is 
a VHF any different?" 

AIS 

While AIS and VHF share similar 
components, they have historically been 
stand-alone units. This is changing, 
however, as new models, such as Standard 
Horizon's Matrix AIS+ or Garmins 
VHF 300 AIS (www.garmm.com), come 
bundled with built-in, listen-only AIS 
capabilities, allowing a user to see other 
AIS targets — and call them directly — 
from his VHF. 
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Ahhhhh!

VHF/ATS is visibility namely, that 
oilier AlS-eqnipped boaters can't see 
your vessel. "If the user wants to receive 
AIS information and transmit his Class 
B data for other AlS-equipped vessels to 
see, he'll still need a two-unit solution/ 1 
Clifford said. "There isn't a combined 
VHF and integrated AIS Class B 
transceiver on the market yet." 

Liny Schildwachter < >l Seattle's 
Emerald Harbor Marine (ivww 
.emeraMharbormarme.com) said that many 
larger yachts use a DSC-enabled VHF and 
a stand-alone Glass B AIS. whereas smaller 
boats tend to benefit from the space and 
cost savings of an AlS-equipped, DSC- 
enabled VHF. "The boat tells vou what 
it wants/' Schildwachter said. "Typically, 
bigger boats want bigger setups." 

One option that's been sluggish to reach 
prime time is NMEA 2000-compatible, 
DSC-enabled VHFs, such ;ls Garmin's 
VHF 300 AIS or Lowrance's LVR-880 
DSC (www.lowra.nce.com). These units tap 
direcdy into the N2K backbone, so they 
can access information from stand-alone 
devices — all VHFs are compatible 
with all GPS units via a direct wire 



connection, of course, but these radios 
arc the first to pull information from the 
N2K backbone. 

PA HAILERS AND WIRELESS MICS 

Kennedy said that public address (PA) 
nailers offer users other, more direct 
v\ ;i\ s to n nmnunicaie via I heir VI I F 
These units (typically 30 watts) allow an 
operator to broadcast tonal sounds across 
foggy waters lighthouse style or to 
publicly address people or other vessels. 
"With a two-way PA hailer, the horn 
listens to what people outside die bridge 
are saying and relays this to the operator," 
Kennedy said, also noting that not all PA 
nailers are two-way. 

Remote wireless handsets arc another 
slick feature that can be added to some 
VHF units. These devices typically 
operate using Bluetooth or RAM-plus 
technology, and allow users to make 
VHF calls or issue a DSC distress call 
from a sailboat's helm or a power yacht's 
flying bridge. 

INSTALLATION AND TESTING 

"It's very important to get your VI IF 
installed professionally," Schildwachter 



advised. "If you're doing il yourself, you 
should have it professionally evaluated or 
at least double-checked bv someone who 
conducts plenty of solid radio checks. We 
do this ourselves I regularly have one 
project manager check out other project 
managers' jobs." 

As with all working electronics, it's 
important to regularly check a VHF. To 
help address this necessity, Sea Tow (www 
. seatow. com) has created an automated 
radio-check system in boater-rich 
environments, allowing operators 
to evaluate their kit. Also, the Coast 
Guard urges all users not to test their 
DSC- function by initiating a distress 
call. Instead, all newly purchased DSC- 
equipped VHFs are required to have a 
DSC test-calling function. 

While VHF's f undamental technology 
hasn't changed much since its creation, 
today s devices are far more powerful 
and boast better communication and 
lifesaving capabilities than previous 
offerings. If you're still using an older- 
generation VHF, upgrade. The expense 
is minimal compared with the utility 
and safety margins afforded by the

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VHF WITH GPS INSIDE 

As many as nine out of 10 VHF radios are not connected 
to GPS, so they cannot send a distress signal to the 
Coast Guard with the boat's position, using the red 
panic button. The boating majority seems to have 
been reluctant to connect wires or hire a technician. 
At the same time, radio manufacturers were unwilling 
to incorporate a GPS receiver within a fixed-mount 
radio because of potential interference between GPS 
and VHF signals, and concerns that the GPS would not 
be reliable. Standard Horizon's new Explorer GX1 700 
GPS radio ($230) is the first to overcome these hurdles. 
Standard Horizon's engineers used filters to eliminate 
interference and installed a sensitive 12-channel GPS 
into the front panel of the radio (and made it possible 
to connect an external GPS antenna). Skippers also can 
program up to 100 waypoints into theGX1700, which 
has a small compass display with readouts for vessel 
speed, course, bearing and distance to go. Standard

4G GOES THE DISTANCE 

Navico's Broadband Radar employs frequency- 
modulated continuous-wave technology in place of a 
magnetron. Instead of shouting loudly and listening for 
the echo, Navico's device emits a series of whispers in 
constantly changing frequencies, while continuously 
listening. The result was no "main bang" interference 
cluttering the center of the display. Unlike conventional 
radars, broadband paints targets within feet of the vessel, 
but the first iteration barely had a 24-mile range.

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Vital Statistics How to demystify the 
numbers from your electronically 
governed diesel. ByVince Daniello 



lectronically governed diesel 
engines monitor themselves to 
warn of problems before a fail- 
ure occurs. They also provide 
skippers information other- 
wise seen only on mechanical 
engines when an engine sur- 
veyor is aboard — in forma- 
tion that helps with day-to-day 
operation. Real-time fuel con- 
sumplion, for example, dials in the best economy 
for cruising conditions, and exact load percent- 
ages help gauge engine health. But where, ex- 
actly, do those numbers come from and how 
accurate are they? 

Let's start with engine load something only 
guessed at, based on exhaust gas temperature, 
in mechanical engines. "The electronic control 
module (ECM) is calculating load based on the 
amount of fuel injected into the engine versus 
the maximum amount it could inject at that 
rpm," said Ryan Kamphuis, a senior marine 
sales engineer for MTU (www.mtu-ottliw.com). "If 
a 1 ,000-horsepower engine reads 90 percent load 
at cruising speed, and that rpm represents about 
90 percent of total engine power at full throttle, 
then the engine is actually producing around 810

horsepower," he said 90 percent of 90 percent. 

Knowing exact engine load through a wide 
range of rpm helps judge propellers. ik I might 
see an engine overloaded as the boat comes up 
on plane, or I might see a propeller overloaded 
before the engine reaches its maximum torque/ 1 
said Greg Platzer, whose company; Platzer Marine 
Propulsion, creates custom propellers (www 
.plat?frmarine.com). "I can adjust those props to 
heller match the engines/ 1 

But load readings are theoretical calculations, 
not actual torque turning the propeller. Platzer 
sometimes uses strain gauges to measure minute 
twist in propeller shafts and accurately calculate 
actual engine horsepower. 

"In genera], electronic engines 1 load calculations 
are accurate within a few percent, but once an 
engine exceeds its rated rpm, those algorithms 
often aren't correct," Platzer said. The result might 
be a boat that looks like it's propped correctly 
yet actually could cany a bit more pitch in the 
propeller. "Fuel burn is an accurate indicator." 
How fuel consumption increases through those 
highest few rpm should indicate actual load. 

A change in engine load at cruising speed likely 
indicates ii developing problem. One or 2 percent 
variance between engines is normal. Since both 
port and starboard engines rotate in the same 
direction, port transmissions typically impart 
1 percent higher load to turn that shaft in the 
opposite direction. Bent or misaligned shafts also 
increase load slightly, but large variations demand 
attention. "If an injector isn't working right, or there 
is some other problem within a cylinder, the ECM 
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won't know that cylinder isn't providing 
.ill of its torque," 1 fCamphuLs said. The 
engine compensates with more fuel to all 
cylinders, increasing indicated load at a 
given rpm and lowering maximum rprn 
at wide-open throttle. 

But rpm at full throttle isn't the tell-all 
indicator it was in years past. Emissions 
calibrations target maximum rpm. Many 
engines decrease available power beyond 
that rpm to ensure Environmental 
Protection Agency compliance. The key 
to assessing electronic engine health, then. 
Is knowing exactly what each engine's 
load should be at cruise rpm and rated 
rpm - not wide-open throttle. 

There are other factors to consider as 
well. When an engine won't turn at full 
rpm but the load seems normal, fuel 
filters could be clogged the engine 
simply can't get enough fuel to make 
full power. But not definitively so. "If 
the electronic control module senses 
it doesn't have enough turbo boost, 
it tells the engine not to add more 
fuel," limiting both rpm and load, said 
Charlie Schloemer, president of P;dm 




Beach Power in West Palm Beach (www 
.palmbeachpower. com) . 1 ajw fuel pressure 
and elevated fuel temperature are good 
indicators of clogged secondary fuel 
filters. Most electronic engines also 
display turbo boost. Electronic engine 
displays can help diagnose problems, even 
over the phone, Schloemer said, "but you 
have to know what those readings should 
be when the boat is running well.*' 

Checking those parameters periodically

can also show needed maintenance. 
Increased intake manifold temperature, 
for example, might indicate a dirty 
intercooler. Elevated engine coolant 
temperature or oil temperature is a sign 
that cooling systems need to be serviced, 
"Each engine is different," Schloemer 
said. "Ask your mechanic what's important 
to watch on your boat." 

Engine load is based largely on fuel 
calculations, but just how accurate 
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to fulfill all your customer service needs:

are they? "There is no fuel measuring 
(levin-: in ihe engine. The ECM 
calculates consumption based on injector 
characteristics, how long the injectors 
are open, fuel pressure and fuel density 
based on fuel temperature," Kamphuis 
said. "But there could easily be a 
5 percent variation in fuel, even though 
it's perfectly acceptable No. 2 diesel."

Most engine displays read only gallons 
per hour, without any fuel-to-distance 
calculations. Whole-vessel monitors 
like those from Krill Systems crunch fuel 
numbers, typically displaying gallons 
per mile traveled. Krill takes most en- 
gine data directly from ECMs, but fuel 
flow comes from actual meters. "My 
commercial customers are looking for a 
10th of a percent accuracy," said Casey 
Cox, president of Krill Systems (www 
.krillsystems.com). Cox prefers pos- 
itive-displacement fuel-flow meters, 
which he says are more accurate than 
impeller-driven sensors like FloScan's.

Fuel consumption calculations favor 
accuracy at cruise rpm — typically- 
better than 5 percent. "When you're 
at 800 rpm, it could be off by a lot 
more, but you're not burning much 
fuel," Kamphuis said, so total fuel 
burned remains fairly accurate. Still, 
boats traveling long distances Far below 
normal cruising speed shouldn't rely on 
ECM fuel calculations. 

Besides engine load and fuel used, 
most display readings are measured 
with pinpoint accuracy; although minor 
variations still crop up. Kamphuis told 
me dial a few degrees of difference in 
coolant temperatures between engines 
could result from valuations in the way 
seawater is plumbed or indicate the 
presence of more marine growth on 
one side, maybe caused by exposure to 
sunlight. Sensors can also malfunction. 
"If a value falls outside a normal range, 
the ECM replaces it with a standard 
value and sends a sensor defect alarm to 
the engine display" Kamphuis said. "We 
have checks and balances so vou won't be 
cruising along thinking things are great 
when something Is amiss downstairs." 

In the end, bodi Schloemer and 
Kamphuis say engine-pro\ided information 
is quite accurate and engines monitor 
themselves far better dian we can. Still, 
cngine-sawy skippers use elcctt*onic 
information to head off problems early. J

n die fall, when most yachtsmen huddle by die 
fire reading Yachting, our editor George Sass 
Jr. dons a survival suit and shepherds some wind- 
beaten, salt-soured sled to the Caribbean.

As we weaved among a 
forest of bright masts, the bouquet of fresh paint and 
varnish was suddenly smothered by the sour smell of a 
vessel in physical distress. -40? Oh, no! 

Exacdy what color AO's fiberglass hull had once been 
is a mystery, because for years her only protection from 
the sun had been a slathering of guano applied by a flock 
of seagulls residing in the remains of her rigging.
